SUMMARY  RESULTS  FROM  INTERVIEWS 


Fourteen  individuals  who  are  involved  with  educational  facilities  were  interviewed 
during  February  and  March  1986.  Most  were  CEFP/I  Alberta  Chapter  members.

Dear  Mr.  Kulba: 

This  is  to  outline  for  you  the  approach  we  discussed  for  implementing  an 
automated  Data  Base  Management  System  (DBMS). 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  task  in  a manageable  way,  I recommend  that  the 
effort  be  divided  into  three  separate  stages: 

1 . Concept 

2.  System  Analysis  8.  Design 

3.  Programming  & Implementation 

The  overall  needs  brought  forth  duT ing  our  conversation  seem  to  imply  a 
layered  system  with  a minimum  of  t) ree  levels.

This  topology  allows  for  two  important  considerations: 


a.  Some  local  systems  already  exist*  each  using  diverse  hardware 
and  software,  which  would  be  costly  to  convert  or  replace. 

b.  Local  needs  may  justify  unique  hardware  and  software  choices. 

Naturally,  a system  that  had  as  many  different  sets  of  commands  as  it  had 
separate  data  bases  would  be  difficult  to  use,  so  I advise  that  a standardized 
command  language  be  adopted.  This  outer  ‘'shell"  would  be  the  only  visible 
interface  to  users  dialing  into  the  data  base  from  remote  locations.  A middle 
layer  called  a THESAURUS  would  then  automatically  and  transparently  translate 
shell  commands  into  the  specific  language  of  the  local  data  base.  This 
approach  would  help  preserve  local  investment  in  systems  and  in  the  training 
of  personnel,  provide  flexibility  and  still  guarantee  uniformity  at  the  top. 


( ( 

DBMS  SOFTWARE  CONSIDERATIONS 

The  type  of  information  that  will  be  stored  in  the  computer  system  should 
receive  careful  attention.  Arithmetical  information  such  as  engineering  data 
must  be  handled  in  a much  different  way,  for  example,  than  descriptive  text, 
such  as  abstracts  or  complete  articles  from  periodicals. 

The  education  and  understanding  of  the  personnel  who  will  be  entering 
information  into  the  system  will  also  be  an  important  factor  governing  the 
type  of  software  acquisitions,  and  therefore,  also  the  type  of  hardware 
acquisitions  to  be  made.  Will  the  material  being  input  receive  the  careful 
attention  of  educated  people  or  will  it  be  entered  by  less  sophisticated 
operators  such  as  secretaries?  Will  the  volume  of  input  data  create  the  need 
for  mechanical  forms  of  input  such  as  optical  page  scanners? 

The  factors  mentioned  in  the  above  two  paragraphs  alone  could  affect  the 
bottom  line  cost  of  the  overall  system  by  several  thousand  dollars,  even  tens 
of  thousands. 

In  broad  terms,  there  are  two  types  of  data  base  software  available  today: 
indexed  processors  and  full  text  processors.  (Either  can  be  arranged  in  a 
relational  or  a hierarchical  format). 

Most  programming  is  of  the  indexing  or  cross  indexed  variety,  so  the  quality 
of  the  ultimate  results  can  be  HIGHLY  dependent  upon  the  ability  of  the  person 
doing  the  indexing  of  the  material  at  the  time  of  input.  (G1G0  - Garbage  In, 
Garbage  Out ) . 

Some  software  is  emerging,  however,  that  can  actually  scan  written  paragraphs 
word-for-word  and  and  make  matches  that  an  ordinary  indexing  system  could 
not.  For  example,  the  words  "car"  and  "automobile"  would  represent  a match 
only  in  advanced  text  system  containing  the  means  for  processing  synonyms. 
Naturally,  this  capability  adds  cost,  but  that  cost  can  be  justified. 

Your  choice  of  software  will  also  be  influenced  by  the  rapidity  with  which 
terminology  changes  within  your  own  industry  occur  and  by  the  consistency  or 
lack  of  consistency  with  which  data  can  be  coded  and  entered. 


Fortunately,  computer  costs  are  coming  down  constantly.

COMMUNICATIONS  CONSIDERATIONS 


( 


The  trend  in  modern  computing  systems  is  toward  distributed  processing.  That 
is  to  say,  most  large  computing  resources  being  designed  today  are  made  up  of 
several  computers  linked  together  via  telephone  rather  than  one  giant  central 
computer  accessed  with  dumb  terminals.  Several  factors  support  this  trend. 

1.  Reliability.  If  the  entire  network  is  relying  on  one  central  computer 
and  that  goes  out  of  service  because  of  mechanical  failure  or  weather 
conditions*  such  as  a snow  storm,  then  the  entire  network  is  down. 

2.  Cost.  Large  central  computers  require  special  facilities  such  as 
raised  floors,  air  conditioning,  power  regulation  and  sophisticated 
personnel.  Telephone  charges  for  distributed  systems  tend  to  be  less 
because  there  is  less  dependence  on  phone  lines. 

3.  Quality.  Information  processing  experts  universally  agree  that  data 
should  be  entered  at  its  source.  Large  central  systems  tend  to  take 
the  input  process  out  of  the  hands  of  the  people  who  create  the 
information. 

<♦.  Expansion.  Distributed  systems  are  easier  to  expand  because  they  are 
more  modular . 


ROADMAP 


1.  CONCEPT  STAGE.  In  order  to  conceptualize  the  overall  computing  resource 
properly,  an  extensive  number  of  interviews  should  be  conducted  with  key 
people  who  will  be  involved  with  the  creation,  maintenance  and  use  of  the 
various  data  bases.  Only  after  the  types  of  information  to  be  maintained  are 
identified,  and  only  after  the  realities  of  collecting  and  distributing  that 
information  are  understood,  can  the  foundation  for  a system  design  be 
committed  to  paper. 

Once  the  type  of  information  is  pinpointed  and  the  flow  of  that  information  is 
determined,  the  various  components  needed  to  handle  the  overall  requirement 
can  be  combined  to  form  a basic  design  concept. 

The  concept  stage  should  be  done  with  care  as  it  is  the  basis  for  all  other 
stages.  It  should  be  possible  to  complete  the  concept  paper  in  approximately 
4 to  6 weeks  (160  to  2A0  man  hours).  At  the  established  rate  of  $25  per  hour 
for  consulting  services,  approximately  $A,000  to  $6,000  should  be  budgeted  for 
this  purpose  ♦ expenses  such  as  telephone  and  travel.  One  of  the  key  items  to 
be  contained  in  the  concept  paper  is  a budget  for  completing  the  next  stage: 
system  analysis  and  design. 


2.  SYSTEM  ANALYSIS  8*  DESIGN.  Once  a possible  solution  has  been  expressed  in 
the  form  of  a concept,  the  practicality  of  the  concept  must  be  tested.  In 
this  stage,  detailed  flow  charts  must  be  created,  specific  hardware  and 
software  components  evaluated  and  a precise  design  for  each  layer  of  the 
overall  system  committed  to  paper.  Flaws  in  the  original  concept  must  be 
identified  and  if  necessary  the  original  concept  reworked  or  rejected. 

The  system  analysis  & design  stage  is  technical  and  tedious.  Therefore,  the 
budget  for  this  stage  will  be  signficantly  greater  than  stage  one.  Twelve  to 
sixteen  weeks  should  be  allowed  for  this  stage.  At  $25  per  hour,  a budget  of 
$12,000  to  $16,000  + expenses  should  be  set. 

3.  PROGRAMMING  t»  IMPLEMENTATION.  Once  final  design  charts,  detailed  file 
layouts,  flow  diagrams,  estimates  for  hardware  and  software,  and  the  soundness 
of  concepts  have  all  been  assembled  and  analyzed,  then  programming  and 
installation  work  can  begin.  If  the  first  two  stages  have  been  completed 
properly,  programming  & implementation  should  present  no  problems  or  . 
surprises.  Naturally,  the  budget  for  this  stage  can  only  be  accurately  set  as 
part  of  the  completion  of  stage  #2.  To  place  some  perspective  on  this  stage, 
however,  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to  assume,  at  the  outset,  that  a 
programming  effort  of  this  nature  would  require  from  four  to  six  months.  This 
would  equate  to  a software  expenditure  from  $25,000  to  $38,000.  Hardware 
costs  would  be  separate,  but  generally,  software  is  about  25'/.  of  hardware.

2.  You  can  use  a word  processor  to  write  letters  or  memos  which 

can  be  sent  via  the  ENET  message  facility.  you  should  make 
sure  that  your  word  processor  can  convert  your  document  to 
ASCII  text  file  formats.  In  addition,  your  communications 
software  must  be  capable  of  awaiting  a prompt  character  before 
sending  a line  of  text.  In  the  ENET  message  system,  the  prompt 
character  is  " so  you  should  program  your  communi cat  1 ons 
software  to  wait  for  '.omit  the  quotation  marks)  . If  your 

software  reaui res  you  to  enter  the  ASCII  equivalent,  the  ASCII 
code  for  ">"  is  62.  Remember  that  once  you  have  sent  your 
document,  vou  must  still  enter  "^Endfile"  to  terminate  the 
message .

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What  is  SpecialNet? 


SpecialNet  is  the  largest  education-oriented  computer- 
based  communication  network  in  the  United  States.  It  is 
designed  to  provide  up-to-the-minute  information  and 
instant  communication  for  persons  concerned  with  educa- 
tional services  and  programs.  SpecialNet  includes: 

• Electronic  mail 

• Electronic  bulletin  boards 

• Data  collection  and  information  management 

Who  is  on  SpecialNet? 

Every  State  Education  Agency  participates  actively  in 
SpecialNet.  A number  of  states  post  information  on 
electronic  bulletin  boards  set  up  exclusively  for  their  state. 
These  state-specific  bulletin  boards  are  on  line  in  more 
than  20  states  at  the  present  time.  Other  SpecialNet 
subscribers  include  school  districts,  state  and  federal 
offices,  universities,  special  projects,  and  individual  sub- 
scribers — located  in  all  50  states,  Canada,  and  in  other 
countries.  The  number  of  subscribers  is  growing  daily. 

What  is  electronic  mail? 

Through  electronic  mail,  you  can  send  any  type  of  printed 
information,  such  as  memos.  spedal  reports,  and  forms,  to 
any  user  or  group  of  users.  Messages  are  delivered  to  the 
users’  electronic  mailboxes  in  SpecialNet  to  be  called  for 
and  read  at  their  convenience  in  then-  office,  at  home,  or 
while  traveling.  Each  user  selects  a personal  password 
which  may  be  changed  instantly  at  any  time.  Nobody  can 
access  someone  else’s  electronic  mail  message  without 
knowing  the  password. 

What  is  an  electronic  bulletin  board? 

An  electronic  bulletin  board  is  similar  to  a typical  office 
bulletin  board,  only  it  is  more  convenient  and  easier  to  use. 
SpecialNet  offers  national,  state,  and  regional  electronic 
bulletin  boards  with  current  education  information  available 
for  subscribers  to  read.  Subscribers  can  post  messages  on 
many  of  the  bulletin  boards  at  no  additional  charge.  Current 
national  electronic  bulletin  boards  available  on  SpecialNet 
are  listed  on  pages  4 and  5. 


How  much  does  it  cost  to  set  up  a 

BULLETIN  BOARD? 

There  is  no  charge  for  setting  up  a bulletin  board.  Groups 
or  organizations  pay  only  for  information  storage,  which 
may  range  from  $2  to  $10  per  month.  SpecialNet  staff  will 
assist  you  in  establishing  and  maintaining  a bulletin  board 
for  your  group. 

TO  WHOM  CAN  I SEND  MESSAGES  ON 

SpecialNet? 

A directory  of  SpecialNet  users  is  available  on  the 
system.  The  directory  is  updated  daily,  as  new  subscribers 
are  added.  You  can  get  information  about  a particular 
subscriber,  a list  of  subscribers  in  a state,  a list  of  college 
and  university  subscribers,  etc. 

And  now  you  can  send  messages  from  your  terminal  to 
anyone  in  the  United  States  via  SpecialNet-Xpress  MaiL  A 
new  service  allows  users  to  send  hard  copy  letter  quality, 
laser  printed  letters,  including  a logo  and  signature,  and 
overnight  delivery  “Gram-style"  letters. 

What  equipment  will  i need? 

Many  SpecialNet  subscribers  use  existing  microcom- 
puters, such  as  Apple,  IBM-PC,  or  TRS-80  to  access  the 
system.

iNet  2000,  the  intelligent  network,  is  a service  offered  by  Telecom  Canada 
to  facilitate  information  management.  Information  as  a commodity  has  become 
widely  recognized  with  the  growth  of  the  computer  industry  and 
telecommunications. 

iNet  2000  provides  you  with  the  ability  to: 

- locate,  access  and  retrieve  information  through  the  use  of  the  iNet  2000 
di rectories; 

- manipulate  information  using  a personal  workspace  and  command  files; 

- distribute,  disseminate  and  communicate  information  through  Messaging, 

Data  Conferencing  and  Notice  Boards. 

These  features  combine  with  ease  of  use,  summarized  billing  and  terminal 
independence  to  make  iNet  2000  an  exciting  solution  to  the  enigma  of  office 
automation. 


This  is  a pictorial  representation  of  what  iNet  2000  offers  you  through  your 
terminal.  Your  profile  identifies  you  as  a unique  user.  You  may  select  the 
way  you  wish  to  interface  with  iNet  2000.  You  may  use  either  a menu  driven 
interface,  or  once  proficient  you  may  choose  to  use  the  command  interface. 
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Your  files  can  include  information  from  messages  you  have  received  from 
other  individual  users,  reports  you  have  created  and  written  yourself,  data 
you  have  gathered  and  saved  in  your  own  format  and  various  other 
applications  defined  by  your  own  imagination  and  use  of  the  system. 

The  Gateway  Directory  is  your  path  to  the  outside  world  of  Information 
Service  Providers  (ISPs).  You  may  choose  which  ISP  services  you  wish  to  use 
and  iNet  2000  provides  extended  access  alleviating  any  protocol  complexities 
you  would  otherwise  encounter  by  accessing  these  services  individually. 

We  present  the  activities  and  features  for  you  to  discover.  As  you  use  the 
iNet  2000  service  you  will  be  able  to  adapt  the  features  to  your  own 
particular  needs  and  applications.  If  you  find  a new  application  which  you 
think  iNet  2000  can  accommodate,  please  contact  the  Customer  Assistance 
Centre  for  guidance.  We  are  always  interested  in  refining  the  service  to 
better  serve  our  clients. 

iNet  2000  comprises  eight  major  activities  and  a number  of  associated 
features. 

1.  Gateway  directory  - The  Gateway  directory  lists  all  Information 

Service  Providers  available  through  INet  2000  and 
describes  each  of  the  online  services  they  offer. 
It  also  contains  an  Online  Catalogue  listing 
products  which  you  can  order  online.  All  services 
and  products  are  cross-referenced  in  an  extensive 
online  Thesaurus  so  you  can  search  for  the 
information  you  need  using  any  of  the  thousands  of 
terms  in  the  Thesaurus.  Each  product  entry  or 
service  listing  in  the  Gateway  includes  a 
description  of  the  item  or  service  and  the  cost. 

2.  Personal  directory  - The  Personal  directory  is  your  private  area  for 

storing  listings  to  online  services  which  you 
access  frequently.  You  can  copy  any  service 
listings  from  the  Gateway  directory  or  your  Notice 
Board  into  your  Personal  directory.  You  can  add 
your  personal  description  of  the  contents  of  the 
directory  and  choose  a nickname  which  you  can  use 
to  facilitate  accessing  the  service. 

3.  Notice  Boards  - Your  Notice  Board  is  an  area  where  you  and  your 

associates  may  store  and  display  a variety  of 
information.  You  may  include  in  your  Notice  Board 
association  newsletters,  telephone  lists,  lists  of 
your  in-house  databases  and  frequently  used  public 
services.  All  Notice  Boards  contain  the  iNet  2000 
Trainer,  which  you  may  use  to  learn  how  to  operate 
iNet  2000.

iNet  2000  offers  a complete  and  integrated 
Messaging  service.  You  can  send  messages  to  and 
receive  messages  from  any  subscriber  of  either 
iNet  2000  or  Envoy  100.  You  can  also  use 
EnvoyPost  to  send  a message  anywhere  in  Canada  or 
the  U.S.A.  using  iNet  Messaging  and  the  Canada 
Post  Corporation's  joint  service.  Information 
obtained  through  iNet  2000  can  be  incorporated  in 
any  message  without  time  consuming  re-typing. 

Your  personal  Profile  offers  a choice  in  the  way 
you  interact  with  iNet  2000.  You  can  use 
iNet  2000  in  either  English  or  French  and  select 
the  terminal  type  which  allows  you  to  maximize  the 
capabilities  of  your  terminal  or  personal 
computer.  The  interface  option  allows  you  to 
choose  the  amount  of  explanation  that* iNet  2000 
displays  when  you  are  using  the  service.  You  may 
also  pre-select  the  activity  with  which  you  wish 
to  begin  each  iNet  2000  session.  These  and  other 
options  are  under  your  personal  control  and  may  be 
changed  at  any  time. 

Your  iNet  2000  Workspace  contains  a storage  area 
for  the  online  filing  of  information  and  an 
easy-to-use  Editor  for  creating  or  modifying  text. 
Files  may  be  grouped  together  into  online  file 
folders  using  descriptive  file  names  and  groups. 
Two  versions  of  the  Editor  are  available  - one  for 
users  with  a scroll  or  ASCII  type  of  terminal  and 
a different  version  for  terminals  or  personal 
computers  with  full  screen  capabilities. 

The  iNet  2000  News  contains  highlights  of  new 
Information  Service  Providers  available  on 
iNet  2000,  changes  to  existing  ISP  services  and 
explanations  of  new  iNet  2000  features. 

iNet  2000 's  online  Guide  provides  online  reference 
material  on  using  the  system,  including  detailed 
instructions  on  each  iNet  2000  activity  and 
command. 


iNet  2000  has  an  array  of  sophisticated  features  which  may  be  used  in 
combination  with  these  activities  to  complete  your  information  management 
package. 

. Recording  - iNet  2000 's  recording  feature  allows  you  to  make 

an  electronic  copy  of  any  information  viewed 
through  iNet  2000  and  store  it  in  a file  in  your 
Workspace.  This  information  could  also  be 
modified  and  distributed  to  other  iNet  2000  users 
via  iNet  Messaging  or  Data  Conferencing.

You  can  hold  an  electronic  conference  with  up  to 
twelve  other  iNet  2000  users.  The  chairperson  of 
a conference  can  perform  all  iNet  2000  activities 
while  the  other  conference  participants  watch. 

This  feature  can  be  used  to  hold  online  training 
sessions,  to  view  a presentation  stored  in  your 
Workspace  or  to  consult  with  colleagues. 

iNet  2000's  command  file  feature  allows  you  to 
perform  a variety  of  iNet  2000  activities  using  a 
pre-selected  series  of  commands.  Command  files 
can  be  used  to  automatically  perform  a daily 
search  for  information  on  a given  topic,  to  have 
iNet  2000  add  services  to  your  Personal  directory 
or  to  send  a message  using  iNet  Messaging.

You  may  access  any  Information  Service  Provider 
which  is  listed  in  the  Gateway  directory,  your 
Notice  Board  or  Personal  directory.  If  you  are 
not  accredited  to  the  service,  a Request  For 
Accreditation  Form  is  automatically  presented. 

Once  accredited,  you  may  access  the  service  from 
any  directory  in  which  it  is  listed,  or  from  any 
other  iNet  2000  activity  except  Messaging. 

iNet  2000  provides  a full  range  of  online 
assi stance. 

Help  is  offered  at  every  prompt  on  the  system  in 
three  forms  - a general  message  describing  the 
activity  you  are  in  and  frequently  used  commands, 
a full  list  of  all  commands  that  can  be  entered  at 
the  prompt,  and  help  on  any  given  command. 

For  more  detailed  instructions,  the  Online  Guide 
is  available  and  can  be  accessed  from  all 
iNet  2000  activities. 

The  iNet  Trainer  is  an  online  tutorial  listed  in 
your  Notice  Board.  This  Trainer  may  be  used  to 
teach  yourself  how  to  use  iNet  2000. 
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TYPES  OF  USERS 


Telecom  Canada  offers  two  types  of  iNet  2000  user  subscriptions  - 
corporate  and  individual.  Both  types  of  subscriptions  offer  access  to 
all  iNet  2000  features. 

CORPORATE  SERVICE 


Corporate  service  is  designed  for  an  organization  with  more  than  one 
iNet  2000  user.  This  option  is  usually  used  by  the  members  of  one 
company. 

Each  user  in  this  corporate  service  account  has  a unique  iNet  2000 
user-id  name  and  password. 

Each  user  within  a corporate  service  account  may  individually 
personalize  their  iNet  2000  profile,  by  selecting  their  choice  of 
language  and  identifying  the  type  of  terminal  they  use. 

All  users  within  a corporate  service  account  see  the  same  Notice 
Board.  In  addition,  each  user  has  their  own  Personal  directory. 

A corporate  service  organization  receives  one  bill  for  all  iNet  2000 
usage  and  for  usage  on  services  offered  by  Information  Service 
Providers  participating  in  iNet  2000's  Accounts  Receivable 
Management  program.  The  iNet  2000  bill  contains  sub-totals  for 
charges  by  each  user  within  the  corporate  service  account. 

INDIVIDUAL  USER  SERVICE  (IUS) 


Individual  User  Service  is  designed  for  the  single  iNet  2000  user. 

Each  individual  user  has  a Notice  Board  and  a Personal  directory. 
Any  individual  user  who  has  interests  in  common  with  another 
iNet  2000  user  or  group  of  users  (e.g.  a member  of  an  association) 
may  make  arrangements  to  share  a Notice  Board  with  them. 

Each  individual  user  receives  a bill  for  iNet  2000  usage  and 
services  offered  by  ISPs  participating  in  iNet  2000  Accounts 
Receivable  Management  program. 
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TYPES  OF  INFORMATION  SERYICE  PROVIDERS  (ISPs) 


iNet  2000  users  can  access  a variety  of  information  services  and 
databases  stored  on  many  different  computers.  These  online  services  are 
marketed  through  commercial  companies  or  public  organizations  known  as 
Information  Service  Providers  (ISPs). 

ISPs  may  list  their  online  services  in  iNet  2000' s Gateway  directory.  A 
standard  set  of  information,  including  a description  of  the  contents  of 
the  service,  the  cost  of  accessing  the  service,  and  other  relevant 
information  is  provided  for  each  service  listing. 

The  information  in  ISP  services  varies  in  format.  Some  services  provide 
full  text  material,  other  offer  bibliographic  citations  and  abstractions. 
Some  provide  largely  statistical  or  numeric  data,  and  others  are  in 
directory  format.  The  details  sections  of  each  Gateway  directory  listing 
indicates  the  type  of  information  you  can  expect. 

ISPs  may  also  offer  goods  or  services  in  iNet  2000's  Online  Catalogue. 
These  goods  are  described  in  the  Catalogue  pages  listed  in  iNet  2000  and 
may  be  ordered  online. 

There  are  five  types  of  Information  Service  Providers: 


1)  Universal 


2)  Elective 


3)  Closed  User 
Group  ISPs 


4)  Public  ISPs 


5)  In-House  ISPs 


A Universal  ISP  is  listed  in  the  Gateway  directory. 
All  iNet  2000  IUS  users  are  automatically  given 
access  to  this  ISP  when  they  are  accredited  to 
iNet. 

An  Elective  ISP  is  listed  in  the  Gateway  directory, 
however  users  wishing  to  be  accredited  to  this  ISP 
must  fill  out  a Request  for  Accreditation  Form. 
(This  form  is  presented  whenever  you  attempt  to 
access  a service  to  which  you  are  not  accredited.) 

Closed  User  Group  (CUG)  ISPs  offer  services  of 
interest  to  a specialized  clientele.  These  ISPs 
may  wish  to  restrict  which  users  may  access  their 
system.  They  are  listed  separately  in  the  Gateway 
directory. 

In  some  cases,  an  iNet  2000  subscriber  may  want  to 
access  an  Information  Service  Provider  which  is  not 
currently  listed  in  the  Gateway  directory.  These 
ISPs  may  be  listed  in  a Notice  Board. 

An  in-house  ISP  is  a database  owned  or  operated  by 
an  iNet  2000  user  for  the  sole  use  of  its  employees 
or  representatives.  This  ISP  may  be  listed  in  a 
Notice  Board. 
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Information  Service  Providers  may  charge  additional  fees  not  covered  by 
iNet  2000  usage  charges.  These  charges  may  be  in  the  form  of 
subscription  fees,  monthly  fees,  usage  charges  or  other  types  of  fees. 
These  charges  are  shown  in  the  listing  for  each  service  in  the  Gateway 
directory. 

The  iNet  2000  user  contract  covers  a user's  contractual  agreement  with 
many  ISPs,  however  in  some  cases  supplementary  terms  and  conditions  are 
required.  These  are  normally  listed  in  the  Gateway  directory  listing  for 
that  service.  It  is  the  users'  responsibility  to  read  these  terms  and 
conditions  and  the  users'  first  access  to  the  service  implies  that  they 
have  done  so. 

Many  Information  Service  Providers  participate  in  iNet  2000 's  Accounts 
Receivable  Management  program.  The  charges  for  the  use  of  these  ISPs  are 
included  with  your  iNet  2000  bill.  < 
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
